1. AHRAM'S MAIN STORY OF OCTOBER 5 IS INTENSIFICATION 
OF SYRIAN/ISRAELI TENSIONS, "THREATENING TO ERUPT IN 
FIGHTING AT ANY MOMENT." AHRAM'S MAIN ARTICLE CON- 
TAINS BRIEF COMMENT ON OCTOBER 4 WARNING BY ELAZAR TO ARAB 
COUNTRIES MASSING FORCES ON CEASEFIRE LINES. AHRAM REMARKS 
THAT SUCH THREATS AS ELAZAR'S WILL NOT SCARE EGYPT; AND 
THAT, MOREOVER, EGYPTIAN ARMED FORCES ARE "ON A LEVEL 

OF COMPLETE ALERTNESS AND PREPAREDNESS." TO CONFRONT 
ANY ISRAELI AGGRESSION.

2. ITEM OF MAJOR ATTENTION CONTINUES TO BE AFTERMATH 
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OF AUSTRIAN DECISION TO CLOSE TRANSIT CAMP FOR SOVIET 
JEWS. IN THIS RESPECT. CHANCELLOR KREISKY HAS BECOME 
SOMETHING OF A HERO. EGYPTIAN PRESS HAS BEEN FULL 
OF PRAISE FOR AUSTRIAN DECISION, AND HAS CONTINUED TO 
UNDERSCORE FACT THAT MRS. MEIR, AND ISRAELI AND AMERICAN 
PRESSURES, HAVE BEEN UNABLE TO SWAY KREISKY'S VIEWS. 
OCTOBER 5 AHRAM PUBLISHES MESSAGE WHICH EGYPTIAN TOURISM

4. EGYPTIAN/LIBYAN CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY EMERGED FROM 
OCTOBER 4 MEETING WITH RECOMMENDATIONS TO FORM MORE 
COMMITTEES, FOR LOCAL GOVERNMENT, ECONOMIC AFFAIRS, 
FINANCIAL AFFAIRS, ADMINISTRATION AND FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
COMMITTEES WILL BEGIN WORK OCTOBER 7 AND WILL COMPLETE 
DELIBERATIONS BY MID-NOVEMBER. (COMMENT: AS ORIGINALLY 
CONSTRUED, ASSEMBLY'S PRIMARY, IF NOT SOLE, TASK WAS 

TO NAME PRESIDENTS OF LIBYAN/EGYPTIAN UNION AND APPROVE 
JOINT CONSTITUTION. NEITHER OF THESE GOALS HAS 
BEEN MENTIONED IN FIRST SESSIONS OF ASSEMBLY.) NEXT

5. OCTOBER 3, 4 AND 5 PRESS HAVE CARRIED BRIEF ARTICLES 
NOTING THAT CASES AGAINST STUDENTS FROM CAIRO, EL 
AZHAR AND EIN SHAMS UNIVERSITIES ARRESTED EARLIER THIS 
YEAR HAVE BEEN POSTPONED INDEFINITELY. 

6. HEYKAL'S OCTOBER 5 ARTICLE, "...AND THE DANGER 
THREATENING THE MIDDLE EAST," FOCUSES CRITICISM ON 
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SOVIET UNION AND WARNS ARABS AGAINST US STRATEGY IN 
AREA. IT BEGINS WITH THESIS THAT SOVIET ATTENTION LIES 
ON WESTERN EUROPE, WHICH IT WISHES TO FINLANDIZE; AND THAT 
US ATTENTION IS ON MIDDLE EAST. HEYKAL NOTES THAT 
ARABS HAVE DONE THEIR SHARE TO DAMAGE THEIR RELATIONS 
WITH THE SOVIET UNION, BUT NOTES THAT SOVIETS HAVE DONE 
ARABS FEW FAVORS. HE PARTICULARLY SCORES SOVIET POLICY 
OF JEWISH EMIGRATION TO ISRAEL, SUGGESTING THAT THIS 
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WAS DELIBERATELY AIMED IN OBTAINING COMMERCIAL CON- 
CESSIONS FROM US (PROBABLY MEN). HE ALSO CRITICIZES 
SOVIETS FOR HAVING GIVEN US PERMISSION (SIC) FOR US 
TO ARM IRAN. HEYKAL THEN TURNS TO PRESUMED US STRATEGY 
IN MIDDLE EAST WHICH HE SAYS IS CHARACTERIZED BY: 

(A) MOVING SOVIET UNION OUT OF ARAB AREA BY FREEZING 
MIDDLE EAST CRISIS; (B) "EXPELLING" SOVIET ARMS AS 
FACTOR IN ME AREA: (C) DELIBERATELY INTENSIFYING REGIONAL 
CONFLICTS. HEYKAL SAYS US IS PRESENTLY ATTEMPTING 
TO DEEPEN ARAB/IRANIAN CONFLICT, PREVIOUSLY NO MORE THAN 
DISPUTE OVER SHATT EL- ARAB; (D) HARRASSMENT OF THOSE 
COUNTRIES WHICH STOOD UP TO US IN REVOLUTIONARY PERIOD; 
(E) GAINING CONTROL OVER ENERGY RESOURCES; AND (F) 
CONTROLLING ARAB FUNDS. REGARDING LATTER, HEYKAL STATES 
THAT US CONTROLS ARAB ''LIQUIDITY" BY DEVALUATION OF 
DOLLAR AND ENCOURAGEMENT OF INVESTMENT IN US. HEYKAL 
CONCLUDES THAT IF ABOVE STRATEGY FAILS, ISRAEL’S "STICK" 
CAN STILL BE USED TO BEAT ARABS OVER THE HEAD.
